Government figures last 
week showed the retail price 
of f a r m produced foot! 
not 
counting items such as fish. 
coffee or restaurant food 
rose 3 4 per cent in July 
USDA officials estimated 
Monday 
the 
middleman’s 
margin 
the difference 
between what farmers get 
and what consumers pay 
rose 2.9 per cent in July. just 
about wiping out declines in 
that spread from 
April 
through June. The July 
estimate was 9 8 per cent 
above a year earlier. 
At the same time, prices 
received by 
farmers 
for 
cattle, grain and other food 


commodities included in a 
typical consum er m arket 
basket rose 4.1 per cent and 
averaged 15 per cent at>ove a 
year earlier 
The report said marketing 
spreads widened sharply in 
July for beef. pork, potatoes 
and 
tom atoes 
while 
declining m oderately for 
other foods including eggs, 
bread, fats and sugar 
Most of the July gain in 
prices paid to farmers came 
from sharp rises for hogs, 
broilers, eggs, potatoes and 
w heal, which rose because of 
sales to Russia. 
Econom ists said retail 
beef prices, which have been 
declining this month, rose to 
a record $1.61 a pound for all 
cuts of choice grade beef in 
July even though farm

The

return for 2.25 pounds of live 
cattle (needed to equal one 
retail pound) fell 6.5 cents a 
pound in July, but marketing 
margins rose 9.7 cents a 
pound.

AUSTIN . Tex (U P I) - A 
new antismoking law which 
takes effect Sept I will give 
nonsmokers the backing 
they need to ask smokers to 
put out their cigarettes and 
cigars, the head of a Texas 
nonsmokers organization 
said today. 
And if the smokers persist 
on lighting up in elevators, 
enclosed theaters, libraries, 
museums, 
hospitals 
or 
buses, they may wind up 
paying fines of up to $200. 
said Mrs 
W alter Richter, 
head of the Texans United 
for Rights of Nonsmokers. 
“ I don’t think the law is all 
that great.’’ she said 
“ It 
really 
doesn’t 
bother 
the 
smoker that much It s just 
one step beyond a polite 
reminder. But if ttye smoker 
doesn’t catch on .that he’s 
Udherfrtg ' people.^ h en we 
Yan c<i>he back aljTVmtiext 
session and tighten it up a 
little t>it." 
M rs. 
R ich ter said she 
doesn t 
believe 
legislative 
sponsors of the bill 
ever 
intended for smokers to be 
prosecuted under the new 
law. and she doesn’t an­ 
ticipate many cases will be 
filed

Polly’s Pointers 


Salt removes 
kitty odors 


Polly’s Problem 


DEAR POLLY — Our cats have had quite a few 
accidents on our carpet. During warm weather the odor is 
very strong so I would like to know if there is any way to 
get rid of it. — MARCIA. 
DEAR MARCIA — The easiest thing is to spread salt 
very thickly on the spots. After a recent accident, use 
paper towels to remove excess moisture. Leave salt on 
carpet a day or two or until all is dry and then remove with 
the vacuum. Empty bag immediately and wipe any salt 
away from vacuum parts. 
When such spots are removed the odor should go, too. 
The Carpet Institute recommends absorbing liquid if spots 
are wet, apply a solution of one teaspoon non-alkaline 
detergent, as used for fine fabrics, and one teaspoon white 
vinegar to a quart of warm water. Dry carpet and apply a 
dry cleaning solvent. Dry and brush carpet gently. When 
spots are already dry they can be dampened with clean 
lukewarm water first so as to more readily absorb any 
further treatment. — POLLY.

PITTSBURGH (UPI) — 
Oil companies have acquired 
control of a large segment of 
the nation’s coal production, 
prompting congressional de­ 
m ands for a federal antitrust 
investigation. 
Industry critics say oil 
producers can stall the 
development of coal as an 
alternative fuel source. They 
also say this could seriously 
hurt United States objectives 
of energy selfsufficiency by 
1985. 
According to the United 
Mine W orkers of America, 
the second la rg e st coal 
producer, Consolidation Coal 
Co., with an annual output in 
excess of 60 million tons of 
coal, is owned by Continental 
Oil. Island Creek Co., the 
third largest coal company, 
has 
been 
acq u ired 
by 
O c c id e n ta l 
P e tro le u m . 
Standard Oil of Ohio has 
purchased Old Ben, Gulf Oil 
Corp. 
has acquired 
P itt­ 
sburgh 
& 
M idway, and 
Falcon Seabord controls 
Falcon Coal. 
‘‘Increasingly, the m ajor 
oil companies control a large 
share of the nation’s energy 
re so u rc e s,” 
said 
UMW 
P resid en t Arnold M iller. 
‘‘You have a situation where 
there is little competition 
between oil and coal. The 
United States has the largest 
coal reserves in the world, 
but its development has been 
ignored, and there is some 
indication 
th at 
the 
oil 
companies help promote this 
policy.” 
The 
N ational 
Coal 
Association said, however, 
there are hundreds of in­ 
dependent 
coal 
producers 
and 
this 
a ssu re s 
com ­ 
petition. 
And A. Mitchell McCon­ 
nell, acting U.S. assistant 
attorney general, said the 
J u s tic e 
D e p a r tm e n t’s 
Antitrust Division examined 
several m ergers between oil 
com panies 
and 
coal 
producers during the mid- 
1960s but concluded the 
transactions did not violate 
antitrust laws. 
Industry critics, pointing 
to the spiraling fuel costs, 
rem ain unsatisfied. 
“ This co n centration of 
ownership raises the spectre 
of m arket manipulation and 
grossly inflated p ro fits,” 
Rep. Ken Hechler, D-W. Va., 
said. 
Hechler is among 65 m em ­ 
bers of Congress who sent a 
letter this spring to Attorney 
General Edward H. 
Levi 
calling upon the Ju stic e 
Departm ent to initiate an 
antitrust investigation of the 
oil and coal industries. 
“ We 
note 
with 
g re a t 


concern the fact that 
15 
com panies control about 
one-half of the nation’s coal 
output,” the letter said. ‘‘It 
is especially alarm ing that 
four of these top 15 coal 
companies are owned by 
large corporations, which 
account for 35 per cent of 
U.S. coal production.” 
The letter said the ‘‘giant 
oil c o m p an ies’ sp read in g 
control over all sources of 
energy 
in 
the 
country 
threatens the operation of 
our com petitive economic 
system .” 
“The recent skyrocketing 
of coal prices, which led to 
record-high u tility ra te s , 
created huge profits for coal 
companies and acute h ard ­ 
ships for consum ers,” the 
letter said. “These spiraling 
coal prices did not result in 
expanded coal output, only 
increased 
profits 
for the 
large coal com panies.” 
The letter called for an ­ 
titrust action “against this 
concentration of ownership 
of 
our 
n a tio n ’s 
en erg y 
sources by the giant oil 
com panies.” 
It concluded 
that 
“only a 
truly com ­ 
petitive m arket, where coal 
supply is not controlled by a 
few large firm s, can provide 
sufficient coal output a t 
reasonable prices.” 
McConnell responded in a 
letter to the congressional 
critics by disclosing that the 
m atter was being “ actively 
pursued” by the Federal 
Trade Commission. 
He also said the antitrust 
division is “presently con­ 
cerned with the structure of 
the coal industry as it m ay 
affect the pricing practices 
of coal p ro d u c e rs” and 
added that a study was being 
conducted whether a basis 
ex ists 
for 
an 
a n titru st 
inquiry in light of the recent 
increases in coal prices.
